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New Surroundings Perfe&tly Acceptable zo Blackskins

Like Caesar once said about Gaul “All 
Gaul is divided into two parts” Maryland 
too, is divided in two parts: the Eastern 
Shore and the rest of Maryland. At least 
this is how the farmers of the Eastern 
Shore regard their land, not only in com- 
paring it with other parts of the State, but 
like the Irish prize tighter, taking in any 
amount of territory necessary to maké a 
good argument. And there are good rea- 
sons for their pride in this broad fertile 
plain which stretches from the border of 
Pennsylvania to the mouth of the James 
River in Virginia of Pocohontas fame. The 
Eastern Shore is a peninsula between the 
Chesapeake Bay and the Atlantic Ocean 
about 200 miles long and runs up to 60 
miles wide through the largest part. It 
includes all of the three Delaware counties, 
two Virginia counties and nine counties in 
Maryland. The land is rolling or level with 
just enough sand and loaminess about it to 
make it handle and produce with the best. 
The main crops are corn, wheat, mixed hay, 
alfalfa and sweet clover. Some farms are 
devoted to trucking and dairying but gener- 
al farming is the main type. ‘The winters 
are mild and summers agreeable, due to the 
breezes that play back and forth across 
the peninsula trom the bay to the ocean. 

It is in this setting that Andelot Stock 
Farms, Worton, Maryland, are situated. 
The farms consist of about 1600 acres of 
good dirt overlooking the Chesapeake Bay 
from high bluffs and are owned by Mr. L. 
duP. Copeland, a young Harvard engineer 
who is intensely interested in good Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

With this introduction we will proceed 
with our story. The writer recently spent 
two great days going through the pastures 
and fields at Andelot with Manager W. 
Alan McGregor. Sixty-five acres of newly 
seeded alfalfa is up and looks like a per- 
fect stand. The field where we saw this 
young alfalfa is heavily speckled with white 
oyster shells and betrays some of the oyster 
pow-wows the Indians used to hold before 
giving way to the white man 300 years ago. 
Practically all of Andelot is thus supplied 
with lime and no liming will ever be neces- 
Sary, at least in our time. Alan took me

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through field after field of volunteer sweet 
clover, the second year clover knee high 
and the little first year volunteer crop so 
thick on the ground it was like a cushion 
under our tread. 

In one big pasture we saw about 30 head 
of cows and heifers either with calves at 
side or soon to calve. These are good, big 
well-bred young cows that he secured in the 
Iowa sales in March, full account of which 
appeared in these columns at the time. They 
looked just as full and contented as they 
could look anywhere—perfectly satisfied 
with their transplantation. 

Next we went into a pasture where he 
showed me 15 open yearling heifers. These 
are a fine bunch. They are in new sleek 
coats and clover up to their knees. Several 
of them came from the Blake, Wilkinson, 
Strathmore and Hopley herds in Iowa and 
the rest from Briarcliff Farms. 

We went through 300 acres of wheat 
fields to the other side of the farm into a 
big rolling pasture of thick clover and grass 
with woods and a lake on one side. Here 
we found another group of 32 excellent 
young cows, several with calves, lying on a 
hillside and peacefully chewing their cuds 
in full view of the steamers sailing up and 


down the bay. What a wonderful picture! 
With these cows and heifers is the good 
young bull Glencarnock Buxton by Earl 
Eric Glencarnock. He is thick and meaty, 
heavy-boned and straight in his lines and 
legs—altogether a very promising herd bull 
in the making. Few bulls have the oppor- 
tunity to work on the type and class of fe- 
males bred to this youngster this season. 

Our next stop was at the old headquar- 
ters barn which has been stripped of its 
dairy furnishings and transformed into 
suitable quarters for a few bulls, show cat- 
tle or most any kind of beef cattle. No 
new barns have been built and none are 
planned. Most of the barns and sheds are 
old but substantial and are being re-ar- 
ranged to make them comfortable and con- 
venient for handling the cattle. About the 
only protection the cattle will need in the 
winter anyway is a good roof over them 
and so the housing plans are not causing 
Mr. McGregor much worry. 

It was quite an unexpected pleasure to 
see a half-dozen good young bulls led out 
of the old barn, one after another. There 
were three head by Quality Marshall 3d out 
of Excelsior Marshall, Earl Marshall and 
Earl Echo dams. (Continued on page 8

Has Ideas of His Own. 

The Andelot Stock Farms, Worton, Mary- 
land, have just sold a September, 1931 bull 
calf to Mr. John H. Price, Jr., Darlington, 
Maryland. This very good young bull is 
sired by Quality Marshall 3d. His dam is 
Blackcap McHenry 62d by Enlate. Black- 
cap McHenry 62d, the mother of this calf 
is a very smooth, roomy cow and an ex- 
ceptionally good producer. She is out of 
Blackcap McHenry 113th by Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d, her dam by Baden Lad. A richer 
heritage would be hard to tabulate. This 
calf has lots of promise and will be used 
on a small bunch of heifers that Mr. Price 
owns. John Price, before he became a full- 
grwn farmer, was an outstanding 4-H Club 
boy in Maryland and received a $100 schol- 
arship as a reward for his good work from 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. The 
scholarship was intended to be used to help 
him through college, but John insisted on 
staying at home and the money remained 
in the bank for three years on interest. 
The Baltimore & Ohio officials decided that 
anyone so determined to be a farmer sho d 
be allowed to use the money in some con- 
structive farm venture, and they handed it 
to him to use as he elected. He put some 
of his own money with it and bought four 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers. Someday this 
young fellow will be heard from.

‘ning this narrative to the national 
ee in the History p. 552, we 
find Keillor beginning in the year 1829, at 
Perth and continued until the Perth show of 
<— record, taken in connection with the 
details as to the producing sires and dams of 
the herd, which have been dealt with, fur- 
ther illustrates the principle we have defined 
as line-right or successional value, without 
which the best laid plans of breeders have 
been frustrated and should constitute an 
exemplification of a breeding capacity on the 
part of the animals named, and the skill of 
their manipulators, that the breeder of to- 
day should study. When the germplasm be- 
comes weak, and the “line” or “blood” runs 
out a catastrophe occurs which is soon made 
apparent, as we contemplate the lines that 
become extinct in the Herd Book. ; 

In regard to Keillor this successional 
value is evidenced almost altogether in the 
sire-to-son line of Jocks; Black Jock, Perth, 
1829, not entered in H. B.; Old Jock (1), 
Inverness, 1846; Old Windsor (115), Aber- 
deen, 1847; Angus (45), Edinburgh, 1848; 
and Young Jock (4), Perth 1852. 

This period saw the shows at Perth, 1829, 
Inverness, 1831; Aberdeen, 1834; Perth, 
1836; Inverness, 1839; Aberdeen, 1840 Dun- 
dee, 1843 Inverness, 1846; Aberdeen, 1847; 
Edinburgh, 1848; Glasgow, 1850 and Perth, 
1852—three at Perth, three at Inverness 
and three at Aberdeen. Of these twelve 
shows Hugh Watson exhibited at seven. 
At two shows, Perth, 1829 and Perth, 1836 
he exhibited both the first prize bulls and 
cows. But at the Perth of 1829, his first 
prize cow, as shown, was not bred by him; 
nor the first prize bull he exhibited at In- 
verness in 1839; so that animals bred by 
him—of his own blood—winning the first 
prizes, appeared only at six of the twelve 
shows at which exhibited. 

Of the Perth show at Perth, 1829, Dr. 
Ramsay does not furnish us with the name 
of the first prize bull bred to him; and in- 
forms us that the first prize cow was ob- 
tained from Mr. Peter Watson, Kirriemuir, 
which very much ignored fact has been re- 
ferred to. The “History” p. 552 gives the 
name of the first prize bull at Perth, 1829 
as “Black Jock,” sire of Grey Breasted Jock 
(sire of Old Jock). He was the third bull 
named and at the others where he appeared, 
Inverness, 1846, Aberdeen, 1847, Edinburgh, 
1848 and Perth, 1852, he exhibited the first 
prize bull, Jock used at Keillor. This “His- 
tory” credits Old Grannie as having been 
the first prize cow at this show, countenan- 
ced, or not contradicted, by William Watson 
which must be incorrect, in view of the 
authority of Dr. Ramsay. 

At the Perth show of 1836 where Mr. 
Watson gained the first prizes for bull and 
cow, absolutely no informattion as to their 
breeding, further than that they were bred 
by Hugh Watson, is vouchsafed, so they 
could not have been identified with the Old 
line. At Inverness in 1839, the first prize 
bull, exhibited by Mr. Watson, was bred by 
Robert Colville, Balnabreich, whose name 
does not appear in list of Breeders or List 
of Owners in the Herd Book, so we have no 
information as to the “breeding” of this 
ull. He was one of the anonyms of Keillor. 


eillor Loddies 


Mr. Watson made no appearence at the 
show of 1840, Aberdeen; and while his name 
does not appear in the “History’s” winners 
of the Dundee show, 18438; we know that 
besides being a successful exhibitor in the 
section of Shorthorns (from Dr. Ramsay’s 
“History”, of the H. A. S.), that he had two 
entries in the aged bull Polled class, one 
bred by himself, and the other by Lord Pan- 
mure, a significant fact. In this class Pan- 
mure (51) stood first in a grand array of 
bulls from the north. In the cow class Mr. 
Watson had “three entries” but the first 
prize went to a cow bred, like Panmure, by 
Lord Panmure—in the class appearing 
Queen 29, then seven years old. 

At Aberdeen in 1847 Mr. Watson exhibit- 
ed a bull of which the “History” says p. 
554, “Unfortunately we know nothing more 
about him’”—than his age, 3 years and five 
months; nor does Dr. Ramsay give us any 
information; but under the entry of Old 
Windsor (115) in the H. B. we find this bull 
credited with having won the honour at this 
show. His only recorded son, apparently, 
was Strathmore of Fintray (317), which 
would indicate that Old Windsor had been 
purchased by James Walker—son of Robert 
Walker, 1st of Wester Fintray—at the Aber- 
deen show, for he is given as the sire, at 
Wester Fintray, of Strathmore of Fintray 
(317), the sire of Mary of Wester Fintray 
(21), one of the greatest producers of her 
time, being among others the dam of Night- 
ingale (262), elsewhere refered to. Old 
Windsor, therefore, stands as the second 
Keillor sire, after Old Jock himself, as hav-

ing handed on the blood of that sire (Note 
entry, Vol. 1, H. B.) and of Old Grannie. 
So let us place Old Windsor in the place he 
is deserving of but from which he had been 
omitted. 

In 1848 Angus (48) appeared at Edin- 
burgh and his purchase value was £. 36 at 
the 1848 Keillor sale, taking the master-eye 
of McCombie to see in him some possibilities 
in his being mated with the native line of 
the Buchan blood in blood stream at Tilly- 
four. Angus according to the revised ver- 
sions of his lineage was out of Old Favour- 
ite “descended from the original herd of 
Keillor Doddies”—all of these entries and 
lineages of Keillor Doddies, it must be re- 
membered having had no recognition by 
Hugh Watson, or censorship by him, but 
altogether set down by the editor, Edward 
Ravenscroft. 

We again make a jump, to Perth, 1852, 
when Mr. Watson exhibited for the last 
time at the Highland Society’s shows. His 
exhibit was Young Jock (4). Neither the 
H. B. nor Dr. Ramsay names him as winner 
at Perth in 1852; but the “History” p. 81 
gives him full credit for that victory; and 
though the H. B. credits him with being a 
son of a dam, bred by said Hugh Watson, 
Mr. Ferguson states that his dam was Oc- 
tavia (331), a consultation of the records 
showing that Young Jock and she were cal- 
ved both in the same year, 1849, a curious 
oversight on the part of Mr. Sinclair; but 
which only proves (as in other instances), 
how mistakes occur “with the best of men.” 
Young Jock went into the Kinochtry herd 
but we cannot name any animal of breed or 
line-making fame from him, carrying on un-

Under the caption 
“What It Costs” there ap- 
peared in the March 7th 
issue of the Journal four 
tables showing the feed- 
ing results as obtained at 
Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, New York, where 
the making of high class, 
prime baby beef has been 
successfully carried on for 
some years. The tables 
then appearing, covering 
a period from January 
23d to February 22d, in- 
clusive, were so well re- 
ceived that the Journal is 
now happy to give to its 
readers these tables show- 
ing the progress made 
for the succeeding ninety 
days—thus the tables cov- 
er a period of 120 days in 
which every detailed cost 
has found a place. 


No doubt there are 
many other privately op- 
erated plants that keep 
just as close tab on what 
it is costing to produce 
beef. These tables then 
will serve as a basis of 
comparison that should be 
of value to such opera- 
tors. Perhaps these tables 
will be of equal value to 
the men who have not 
been keeping in so close 
touch with the details. 

If there are others who 
are able to supply such 
carefully compiled figures 
the Journal will be happy 
to present them also. This 
is the “Business End of 
Our Business” which has 
to a large extent been 
running hit and miss and 
these are the days when 
we sit up and take notice 
of what is going on in 
our own feed lots. These 
experiments and actual 
experiences are valuable 
beyond measure.  Let’s

Are You a,Competent Horseman? 


If you are, you will not lose work animals 
through sudden exposure to hot weather. 

Last year cool weather held on till nearly 
the middle of June; then tropical heat burst 
with full force overnight and continued 
without cessation for weeks. Thousands of 
horses died. Most men who lost animals 
blamed it on the heat, but many of their 
neighbors, working right along, lost no 
horses. 

Why? MHorsemanship—that is the an- 
swer. Horses that are properly conditioned 
by intelligent work and feed from March 
1st until June 10th—are ready for hot 
weather even when it comes suddenly. Prof. 
J. L. Edmonds, Chief in horse husbandry at 
the Illinois College of Agriculture, a prac- 
tical horseman, who kept between 20 and 
30 work animals in good shape during the 
blazing heat of 1931, says that hundreds of 
Illinois farm work horses which died during 
the torrid weather last summer probably 
were being worked when they were off feed. 
“This is a dangrous and costly practice 
which farmers might well guard against 
this season,” he said. At present prices it 
takes a good many bushels of oats or corn 
to replace a good, young, sound work horse. 

“Management and heredity are both fact- 
ors in producing good hot weather work 
horses. The inheritance of sound wind, high 
quality, a vigorous appetite and an even, 
cheerful temperament are all highly import- 
ant. 

“For best results horses should be 
brought to both their work and full rations 
gradually during the cool weather of early 
spring. The old precaution about making 
haste slowly applies here. Hot weather ra- 
tions should be ample and regular in their 
supply of energy and should be easily di- 
gested. Rations which cause a dry dung 


are not at all suitable. Oats, mixed hay 
and pasture after corn planting time will 
fill the bill. ; 

“During extremely hot weather a barrel 
of water and a pail should be taken to the 
field for watering the horses. Horses should 
be worked shorter days and stopped more 
often for rest in torrid spells such as visit- 
ed the corn belt last summer. Work can be 
started at daylight and stopped before noon. 
When a horse refuses his feed, he should be 
kept in the barn or in a shady pasture un- 
til his appetite comes back. Otherwise, he 
is likely to topple over dead in the cornfield. 
There is not much danger as long as horses 
are sweating freely. The time to be alarm- 
ed is when they dry up and start panting.” 

Colonel George G. Seaman of Taylorville, 
who had upward of 30 horses at work dur- 
ing the same period, losing none, followed 
a plan of stopping long enough at the end 
of each hour to give each horse a pail of 
water out of barrels hauled to fields. The 
brief rest, and water every hour, carried his 
animals thru, when hundreds of horses were 
—— lost, on other farms in the same coun- 
y. 

“Men who follow the plans suggested 
above will have no trouble,” says Wayne 
Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse Associa- 
tion of Amemrica. “Horses that run out on 
good pasture at night and on Sundays and 
rainy days, with plenty of good hay to eat 
along with their grain from 5 to 6:30 in the 
morning, from 12 to 1 at noon, and from 6 
to 8 at night, have their digestive systems 
in good order. Watering every hour in hot 
weather induces free sweating, evaporation 
of which cools the horses—just as evapora- 
tion from a burlap sack wrapped around a 
jug and kept wet, cools the water within 
the jug.”

In part the letter read: “I 
met a man on the train to Chicago the other 
night, and as we both had cattle we natur- 
ally drifted into conversation. He is from 
Kansas and raises quite a few Herefords, 
and seemed to know very little about the 
Aberdeen-Angus, as he said he understood 
they would sell lower than other breeds un- 
less they were fatter. He also had the im- 
pression that they had to have a longer feed 
to get them fat. I felt sorry that he should 
not be better acquainted with the accom- 
plishments of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
and told him that I would write you to send 
him some literature on Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle so he would have an opportunity to 
learn first hand about our wonderful breed 
of beef cattle.” 

The literature is being sent out today 
and the Journal predicts that this one act 
of kindness on the part of an Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder, who by the way is growing 
high grade cattle, using only the best reg- 
istered bulls that he can buy, will result 
beneficially to the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
For what this one Illinois man has done in 
the way of crossing and grading up his cow 
herd can easily be done by the gentleman 


from Kansas who will have but little trouble 
finding the right kind of bulls to be mated 
upon his cows. No matter if the cows are 
ot another wholly different breed, the good 
Aberdeen-Angus bull will remove the horns 
the first cross and will bring most of the 
calves black. If he is the right sort of a 
bull he will bring down the underline, he 
will straighten the backs, smooth up the 
sides and thicken the carcass generally be- 
sides thicken up the quarters. There may 
be a little less bone, but there will be plenty 
to carry a quicker maturing animal to the 
shambles even though he has to roam the 
southwest prairies for a portion of his early 
livlihood. 

The Journal is happy to cooperate in this 
opportunity to serve the breed and will 
appreciate having every feeder, every 
breeder, and every admirer of the breed 
cast his hook this way for assistance in ex- 
tending Aberdeen-Angus news and informa- 
tion to new hands. ‘lhere is only one way 
to build our cow business and that is 
to build it. In other words if we all 
should take it upon ourselves to do a little 
something for the betterment of our own 
business and the enlightenment of the rest 
of the cow men of our nation we’d soon lift 
this vail of depression which after all is 
made possible to a large extent through a 
lack of fighting spirit on the part of our 
fellows.

What is to come of the many junior 
calves that are now in preparation for the 
fall shows and the following winter shows. 
Should a sweet calf that is right all over 
be barred from showing because he weighs 
only 749 pounds? Might he not be a bet- 
ter specimen than some stunted calf carry- 
ing many more months of age? Would he 
not better represent the thing we are try- 
ing to do—make more beef of a higher 
quality at an earlier age? Is quick feed- 
ing ability worth anything to the business? 
Is it not just as possible to have an uneven 
class of bullocks weighing any stated num- 
ber of pounds? A high up, course, long 
geared, rough bullock at any given point 
should not be compared with the low set, 
thick, short coupled, early maturing kind. 
Our people are trying to develop a line of 
cattle carrying a type that will make them 
the most money in the _ shortest time. 
Weight without an age limit, or with a wide 
age limit won’t get us anywhere. Besides 
how is the new beginner and the club boy 
and the vocational boy to gain a definite 
idea of what it is all about? 

These columns are open for debate on 
this subject. If we are wrong we want to 
be set right—but we are so darn close to 
Missouri that we will have to be shown.

The Journal contends that 
the bulls that were able to carry Interna- 
tional grand championships that would have 
been eliminated from that honor under pres- 
nt regulations have been a far greater 
factor in the development of the breed to 
its present high state of perfection, or near 
nerfection, than have all the bulls ranging 
vjthin the limit. Check the sires of these 
aged bulls and their influence upon the 
breed. Some of the bulls that stand today 
on the foremost line of advance would per- 
haps have been remembered by a few but 
their names never would have been emblaz- 
oned across the Aberdeen-Angus horizon, 
as otent. 

a Then too they tell us that the show cattle 
after maturiy should be in the breeding pen 
and that too often the aged cattle are not 
breeders. Compare if you please the num- 
her of non breeders amongst our champions 
with the number of non breeders in any 
average herd—is the percentage sufficient- 
ly greater to condemn the show cow, that 
may fail to bring a calf? How many cows 
of this sort have been retained once it has 
been definitely established that they were 
non breeders. Not enough to create any 
particular consternation for the future wel- 
fare of the breed. Check up on the other 
hand these champions and see how many 
have been producing right along and how 
many are still in service. This same argu- 
ment stands for the bulls. Would anyone 
be so foolish as to continue to carry an ag- 
ed bull for show purposes only, if it was 
definitely known that he was a non breed- 
er? The cowmen generally are fair mind- 
ed and abide by any and all rules even 
though they may not agree with them nor 
their influence for good.

Thoughts of a Cattleman, 


The effectiveness of ‘any man, in an 
3 : y 
sphere, may be traced in a large part, ex. 
actly as with all useful animals hack 
through environment into the intricacies of 
of his breeding. 

You will understand what I mean whe, 
I say “breeding.” I place no value upon a 
pedigree of remote descent from a one. 
honored name. ‘Thousands of men, thov. 
sands of animals, of illustrous pedigree 
aren’t worth killing and skinning by the 
time they have made their growth. 

But an immediate heredity that implants 
in the offering sound health, sound tenden. 
cies, an ability to respond vigorously to the 
challenges and hazards of a changing 
environment—that sort of breeding is to be 
valued above gold .... 

Breeding cattle and feeding them, so as 
to get them more nearly the way you want 
them, is in part a question of science, and 
in part also, I am almost persuaded, a 
matter of intuition and luck. You take what 
comes and do what you can with it. It is 
hard to put in words the next step, hard to 
state detinitely what does not as yet de 
finitely exist. 

The technique of breeding and caring for 

animals fails, when all is said, to interest 
me as much as the championship of it. 
If a man does not feel joy when he stands 
in his own feedlot with his own cattle beg- 
ging for his attention, then he should find 
some occupation other than live stock ten¢- 
ing. 

The general implications of my life here, 
and the pleasure | find in it, seem to me of 
greater final meaning than the practical 
phases of my work. I believe that we shall 
soon have in this country a ranch country 
life. The new American “country gentle- 
man,” so called, will not be the ineffective, 
imitation English squire who now enjoys 
the dubious distinction of fake gentility in 
our south and east. Roosevelt, riding the 
range was a pioneer in this new back-to- 
the-land movement. Dude ranches are 4 
queer manifestation, but they give evidence 
that many other civilized Americans ate 
eager to return to a native and honest, not 
snobbish and merely decorative, form of at- 
tual rural life. 

The American who comes out into the 
country, here in the west, and remains hin- 
self, will not find himself out of place. He 
can be of some use. He can be free and re 
joice and build his life into our natio 
structure at the point where it most needs 
strengthening—at the earth—Dan D, Case- 
ment, Manhattan, Kansas, in the Country 
Home.

The type of virus responsible for the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in Or- 
ange County, California, late in April, ap- 
pears to be of low virulence, according to 
State and Federal veterinary officials, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, announc- 
ed today. Thus far the disease has affected 
only swine, which are especially susceptible 
to the malady. Although normally foot- 
and-mouth disease also attacks cattle, 
sheep, and goats, causing severe lesions, 
the virus responsible for the present out-

break of the disease has failed to affect 
these animals, a number of which have been 
exposed. In connection with the diagnosis 
of the disease at the beginning of the out- 
break, it is noteworthy also that several 
cattle used in inoculation tests failed to 
develop lesions. 

The low virulence of the present infec- 
tion is paralelled by observations of two 
former outbreaks of the same disease in 
Germany where practically all the cases 
confined to the swine species, according to 
Dr. John R. Mohler, Chiéf of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture. The present outbreak in south- 
ern California has been restricted to three 
foci of infection, in Orange County, Los 
Angeles County, and San Bernardino Coun- 
ty, respectively. On May 7, ten days after 
the first diagnosis of the disease, all in- 
fected and exposed herds had been slaugh- 
tered and buried. No new infection has 
been observed or reported since that time. 
Meanwhile, cleaning and disinfecting of the 
premises involved have progressed rapidly. 

Veterinary officials engaged in the sup- 
pression of the disease report excellent co- 
operation from live stock owners, public 
officials, and various interests affected by 
the outbreak.

Saga of the Keillor 
Doddies 


(Continued from page 3) 
til today. Young Jock was by Old Jock (1) 
that won sweepstakes at this Perth show of 
1852, as fully set forth by Dr. Ramsay. Old 
Jock continued in service at Keillor until 
1853 or 1854, but his fame came from other 
herds. 

Thus, of the bulls exhibited at these 
shows at which Mr. Watson exhibited, we 
are interested in five—Black Jock, 1829; 
Old Jock (1), 1846, Inverness; Old Windsor 
(115), the overlooked, at Aberdeen in 1847; 
Angus, Edinburgh, 1848; and Young Jock, 
Perth, 1852, as being of the Keillor blar- 
onry, with the blood of Black Jock, Grey: 
breasted Jock, running through. r 

Of cows, only two appear from Keillor 
one bred by Hugh Watson viz. the Perth, 
1836 cow of which we know absolutely noth- 
ing from the history of the breed, or from 
Dr. Ramsay; and the Glasgow cow of which 
we learn from the H. B. under entry of 
Glasgow (58) that this Glasgow was 
daughter, Mr. Ferguson acquiring a daugl 
ter of hers, Isabella of Kinochtry (599). The 
“History” states the Glasgow prize cow Wa 
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f Old Grannie and was sold at 

5 oe ale a8 a non-breeder. This Glas- 
, show was that at which Earl o’Buchan 
9) exhibited by William Fullerton, not 


= by him, but in Aberdeenshire, was the 
i ll winner. 
“i tirst prize cow at Perth 1829, must 


be excluded from the winning list of cows 
“pred at Keillor.” ; 

To conclude this particular survey of the 
Keillor show record, it should be added that 
at the others shows, Inverness, 1831, Aber- 
deen, 1834; Inverness, 1839; Aberdeen, 1840; 
Dundee, 1843, the first prize winners were 
derived not all from Angusshire blood, as 
that must be understood, but from Buchan 
or Aberdeenshire sources. And at the shows 
of Aberdeen, 1847, Edinburgh, 1848; Perth, 
1852, and onward to Dumfries the cows and 
most of the bulls were also of the same 
Aberdeenshire source as those exhibited by 
William Fullerton and William McCombie, 
all with one exception of the same origin. 

When I began this analysis of bulls of 
Keillor origin, I had no idea I would develop 
such a remakable result, for what does. it 
show? Just that the “old Angus Doddic’ 
cows, that might have been expected to 
figure prominently, were absent, their place 
being taken by Beauty of Buchan cows—of 
Crathes, Portlethen, Balwyllo, Mains of Kel- 
ly, Wester Fintray, St. John’s Wells, Tilly- 
four and Ballindalloch—all these having 
herd foundations other than of the “old An- 
gus” kind of the period, in fact, it would ap- 
pear on investigation that Keillor cows, were 
wanting in carrying on their lineage into 
successive generations. of winners, being 
in this respect unlike those that began with 
William McCombie (passing 1847 and 1848, 
where Tillyfour was the “blood” of the win- 
ner of the first prize for cows). In 1852, 
the last time Hugh Watson exhibited, we 
find the “History” stating “Mr. McCombie, 
with Bloomer (201), began that extraor- 
dinary run of showyard success with mem- 
bers of the Queen family, which we aver 
had not only few parallels in the annals of 
exhibitions”, but which on the face of their 
record would challenge any other breed to 
produce anything similar. Just glance over 
pages 555, 556, 557, 558, 559, 560, 561, 562, 
563, 564, 565, and onward, in the “History”, 
everyone, on some pages two or three, with 
connection with the Queen tribe. If any- 
thing could mark out a breeder who was so 
successful in thus beginning with a founda- 
tion cow and continuing, generation after 
generation from 1843 to 1880—with the 
“blood” carried on after his death—to send 
to the National shows descendants year af- 
ter year from the same cow, it would be 
quite fair to ask if this was not the highest 
form of the breeder’s art—the secret of 
which seemed to be held so well by the 
“sage of Tillyfour’” (Sanders),—which sec- 
ret he made an open one to any that could 
profit by it—compared with the “secretive- 
ness” of a Watson, a Bakewell or a Bates. 

These remarks are a fair reflection in view 
of the fact that the cheery, kindly Willie 
Watson, brought William McCombie forward 
as a sort of fifth wheel, to Keillor, which if 
he had given fair credit to the Tillyfour suc- 
cession record, he would have shrunk from. 
McCombie’s system was entirely original; 
recognizing the prepotent blood of Panmure, 
Monarch and Victor—a sire to son line head- 
ed by Hanton, in whose veins he sought the 
same blood, in a fresh form and from him 
continued and repeated the system—exam- 
Ine the line of sires dealt with herein. The 
writer gives the simple facts of these bovin- 
Ic dramatis persona of the Tillyfour herit- 
age. Such details as these were, of course, 
outwith William’s purvieu; and he did not 


attempt to examine the Tillyfour lines as 
he did those of Keillor, else he might have 
gained some deeper insight into the system 
that was accomplishing such results in “the 
north”. The descendants of Young Favour- 
ite (61) (Kinochtry Princesses and Baron- 
esses) Old Favourite, dam of Favourite (2), 
Kinochtry Jessie (590) family; in which 
Watson’s and Ferguson’s aspirations for 
their being received as the most valuable 
transmission from Keillor, became centered 
in the operations of Mr. Redfield, of Batav- 
ia, inspired by the late John Wallace of 
Trotting Horse fame, who as a journalist 
saw the head-line opportunity provided by 
the “supreme victory at Paris” in 1878, and 
persuaded Mr. Redfield to accompany him to 
Scotland to “spy out the land” and make an 
importation. Mr. Wallace intended, as he 
wrote in a letter to Mr. McCombie, which is 
still in my possession, to have visited Tilly- 
four, but meeting Mr. Ferguson at William 
Watson’s suggestion, doubtless, he went no 
farther than Kinochtry, where he saw the 


Ferguson’s first-prize sire at Dumfries of 
the year previously, Shah (68), effecting 
there a series of sales. To quote Mr. Sanders 
here “it is desirable that the facts of history 
be preserved” (p. 229), and we may further 
quote him as a neutral commentator as say- 
ing of the Redfield - Ferguson - Watson 
“dreams”: “Redfield’s ambition to see the 
Kinochtry (Keillor) cattie held in the high- 
est esteem in America was not realized. To 
an even greater extent were the dreams of 
Mr. Ferguson in this regard unfulfilled. 
William Watson eloquently referred to the 
old Keillor stock to which in great measure, 
every Aberdeen-Angus tribe owes its good- 
ness at the present time, but said little of 
Kinochtry, and it was with the families of 
Ballindalloch and Tillyfour that he advised 
the founding of herds.” (p. 170). The lack 
if appreciation of William to the Panmure- 
Monarch sires is noticeable—for if there is 
anything true in this statement it is that 
to them, as much or more than to any other 
“line” is due in great measure the renown

The Keillor sale record, as far as the his- 
tory of the herd is concerned seems to in- 
clude only the sales of 1848 and 1853, cat- 
alogues of which are no doubt preserved 
in the office of the Aberdeen-Angus society, 
in Aberdeen. The sale of 1848 is of remark- 
able interest and I am sorry I have no copy 
of the catalogue. But we know that at this 
sale Old Favourite, the dam of Old Jock (1) 
of Angus (45) and “historically” of Favour- 
ite (2) was included and purchased by Mr. 
Alex Bowie, Mains of Kelly; while Angus, 
was purchased by William McCombie.

We are able in regard to this 1848 sale 
to present a letter writter by Hugh Wat- 
son, “in own hand” to one addressed him 
by William McCombie, as follows: 


“Keillor Coupar Angus 
16 Jany. 1849 
“My Dear Sir: 

“T have to apologize to you for not sooner 
replying to your letter of 26th Decr. My 
time has been almost solely occupied in 
Railway affairs from home—since receipt of 
your letter. 

“T hope you do me no more than justice, 
when you give me credit for my honest 
intentions, of having offered my stock for 
sale in September last without a shadow 
of blame on my part, for any disappoint- 
ment which may have occurred to those 
who did me the favour to attend and pur- 
chase at that sale; and I sincerely regret 
the loss and disappointment such occur- 
rences as those to which you allude, must 
occasion. 

“But I cannot help feeling, that from men 
engaged in the pursuits to which we are 
tied should act more liberally and with less 
reference to technical points than perhaps 
yourself and me. Under this feeling and 
impression I will be ready and delighted to 
name any Luckypenny you may suggest as 
fair and reasonable and I shall be ready to 
accede to any proposal that embraces the 
golden rule of ‘Do you as you would be 
done by’. 

“T am, 
“Dear Sir 
“William McCombie Esqr. “Yours truly 
of Tillyfour” (Signed) “Hugh Watson” 


This letter is docketed by William McCom- 
bie as: “1849 Letter Mr. Watson Keillor” in 
ink; and below in pencil occur the words 
“Cow No. 3, 24; Heifer 22, 14; Bull 21, 6, 29, 
each in a separate line. The figures 24, 14, 
21 an 29 I presume refer to the prices. 
Angus would not appear to be referred to 
in these notations as his price was £36. 

In regard to the letter which seems to 
“allude” to some mishaps that occurred to 
animals purchased at Keillor it is recalled 
in “The History” that the herd was shown 
in poor condition having passed through a 
heavy ordeal of pleuro-pneumonia. The 
prices were consequently low and the ani- 
mals perhaps “off”. 

Now in Mr. McCombie’s Manuscript Herd 
Register of date 1848 and 1849 in my pos- 
session, I find the following females of 
Keillor origin listed. Page 87 “Victoria”, 
bred by Mr. Watson of Keillor, sister to Jock 
that gained the H. S. Prize and Medal, also 
Royal Agricultural Society’s medal; as two 
years old. Bulled by Angus and afterwards 
by Victor and recorded as having a heifer 
calf 1849, July 8, by Angus, P. 91. 

“Clara, Angus Cow, bred to Mr. Watson 
of Keillor; two years old”. Had also ser- 
vices by Angus and Victor. 

Page 111: “Voilet (Violet), bred to Mr. 
Watson, Keillor, Got by First Jock; own 
sister to Second Jock. Dam, pure Angus. 
She gained the first prize given by H. S. at 
Dundee, 1843 as a one year old. Ap. 10, 
1849 B. C. after 2d Jock. 1849 bulled by 
Victor June 4,” Page 131: “Heifer bred to 
Mr. Watson gained first prize at Alford 
and at Aberdeen 1851, a. b. c. by Angus”, 
(This evidently a later entry.)
